Senator Worthington, from the Com- 
mittee on General Statutes, has reported 
a bill to give laborers and persons fur- 
nishing materisls to rallfoads a lion on 
such railroads. 

Leave has been granted to bring in a 
bill to paniiit hii^,hand and wife to testify 
for and in behalf of one another snd 
against one snother in any civil or crim- 
inal (irocef'iliny;. 

■ Senator Cravens haa introduced a bill 
to assand the laws governing ths peniten- 
tiary, and to provJe for the profitable 
employment of convicts. It ia atipalated 
that when ths Oomssissioners of tha 
Sinking Fund shall lease tbe laber of tbe 
convicts within the prison walls, they 
shall r sserv e ths right to withdraw as 
many aa 400 short-tem prisoners, le be 
need by the State to assist in building rail- 
roads in OOOjOBStion with companies. 
Said company or companies ahall be re- 
quired to execute bond to pay the ex- 
penaeeof the con vista while ao employed. 
After the road is built and ths sxpsnsss 
dedneted ths Stats ia permitted to own 
an intereat in ther ailway to the extent of 
the value ef the labor. This interest is to 
be atempt from sny dsbt of ths railway 
corporation. Tberu is also a clause pro- 
viding for the control and sale of the 
State's Intorosts.
